"Mr. Gladstone 
is dying of u cancerous growth involv- 
ing the bone tissues buck of tho nasal 
passages. The melancholy truth is now 
admitted privately by his son, Mr. Her- 
bert Gladstone, and other members of 
Lis family, 

The unanimous verdict of several 
specialists who have been consulted re- 
garding tin! case is that an operation is 
impossible owing to the aged and en- 
feebled condition of the patient. It 
would be possible to afford considerable 
relief unci also to prolong life by surgi- 
cal means if Mr. Gladstone were 
younger, but his heart already threatens 
failure to perform its functions and the 
surgeons are of the opinion that the ad- 
ministration of anaesthetics would re- 
sult in ■immediate death. 

"The only relief possible is that af- 
forded by opiates mid other palliatives. 
These will be used freely as the disease 
progresses, for, although they tend to 
shorten life, it is the wise judgment of 
the physicians and the family alike that 
they would not be justified In seeking to 
proloni' the agony which lias already led 
the aged sufferer to express n pitiful 
longing for death." 

The pain has now continued for six 
months and although it is somewhat le-s 
acute then what it was a few wc(d;s ago 
the strength ami vital- Iv of the patient's 
wonderful constitution are sadly declin- 
ed. The end, when it comes, will be 
from failure of tho heart's action rather 
than from the direct ravages of the ter- 
rible malady. It is hardly probable th.it 
it will be long delayed."

GRAND TRUNK REPORT. 

A Much Better Showing Than That of 

the Previous Year and the New 

Manager Commended. 


Toronto, March 25.— A special cable 
to the Evening Telegram from London 
says: The half-yearly report of the 
Grand Trunk railway, just issued, shows 
receipts for the period to have been 
£2,247,151, an increase of £135,017 as 
compared with the corresponding period 
of the previous year. The working ex- 
penses of the road are shown as £i,434,- 
804, being a decrease compared with the 
similar period of £80,010, making the 
net traffic receipts for the last half of 
the year £81,:347. Adding to the above 
£107,t>80 interest received on bonds of 
other railways and the International 
Bridges Company mnkse the net rev- 
enue receipts £920,235, an increase over 
the 189G period of £213,528. The total 
net revenue charges, including rents ol' 
leased lines, interest on debentures and 
stocks and bonds, and the amount ad- 
vanced to the Chicago & New Haven 
Company, amount to £044,972, leaving a 
surplus which, deducted from the defi- 
ciency shown in the report of June, 
18117, leaves a balance of £10,280 to the 
credit of net revenue account of Decem- 
ber. 1807, to be carried forward to the 
next helf-year's account. The revenue 
surplus shows an Improvement of £2.'!li,- 
177, and for the entire year of 1807, 
£277,1172 as compared with a deficiency 
of £42,975 shown for 1800. The Grand 
Trunk and Wabash agreement is also 
shown by which the latter line between 
Windsor and Buffalo via Suspension 
Bridge is leased at a yearly rental of 
•8275.000, increasing every Sve years 
.825,000 until the maximum is reached of 
8150,000, the Wabash paying its quota 
of the cost of operating and maintaining 
the line leased. 

The directors regret, that the amicable 
relations between the (l.T.R. and the C. 
P.R. systems have been interrupted in 
consequence of the unwillingness of the 
latter to agree to passenger rates ar- 
ranged by American competition with 
the G.T.R. ' 

Manager Hay's efforts on behalf of the 
road the directors highly appreciate and 
make due record of the fact. 

The retiring directors, Messrs. Hub- 
hard, Jackson, Sergeant and Welby and 
also auditors Whinney and Davidson, 
offer themselves for re-election at the 
semi-annual shareholders' meeting to be 
held on the fifth of April. .

Washington. March 25.— The court of 
inquiry appointed to investigate! 'be 
cause of the Maine disaster has report- 
ed that the loss of the battleship was 
due to an outside explosion. The state 
department by direction of the President, 
has cabled United States Minister 
Woodford at Madrid to notify the 
Spanish government of this conclusion. 

The President and his cabinet advis- 
ors had two extended sessions to-day, 
one at 10:110 a.m. and another at 3:80 
p.m. at which the report was considered 
in detail. Members of the cabinet stat- 
ed after the meeting that the discussion 
was of a grave character and that never 
since the wrecking of the Maine has the 
situation seemed so critical. The Span- 
ish government has cabled officially to 
Washington that the Spanish naval com- 
mission liolds the disaster of the Maine 
to be of internal origin. 

The government, of Spain, it can be, 
slated positively, is not disposed to turn 
hack the torpedo flotilla bound from tiio 
Canaries and will he disinclined to con- 
sider a suggestion from this government 
tending to interfere with the disposition 
by Spain. of her own forces. 

War preparations of an unprecedented 
scale are being hurried to completion 
by the war and naval departments and 
the country is practically on a war foot- 
ing. 

The foregoing gives the record of one 
of the most eventful days the Rational 
capital has seen since the close of the 
civil war. It was a day of profound 
important action, of the deepest uuxicty. 
coupled with naval and military activity, 
one step following another in rapid suc- 
cession. Public men in all branches 
of official and congressional life no less 
than the public in general shared in the 
tension to which the situation has been 
wrought. There was no effort among 
the highest officials nor indeed was it. 
possible owing to what was clearly ap- 
parent in the developments of the day. 
to minimize the situation'; 

Commander Marix, judge advocate of 
the court of inquiry, delivered the report 
to Secretary Long early this morning, 
and shortly after it was carried to the 
White House and placed in the hands or 
the -President, No intimation of the re- 
sults reached by the court, however, 
were known until two o'clock when an 
Associated Press bulletin gave the in- 
formation to the country as well as the 
eagerly waiting officials at Washington. 
These results, briefly stated, arc that the 
loss of the Maine was due to an explos- 
ion from the outside, the court being 
unable to tix the responsibility for tlie 
explosion. 

The court does not express an opinion,, 
but tho testimony goes to show tltat it 
was a powerful submarine mine, the ex- 
nct character of which is not determined 
by the testimony, though the belief was 
expressed that it was a floating sub- 
marine mine. There were two explos- 
ions, the court finds, the first was on 
the outside and that set off one of the 
smaller magazines. It was this result, 
expressed in detail, and with the pre- 
cision of a court deeply conscious of its 
responsibility, together with the evidence 
on which it was based, thut occupied the 
attention of the cabinet throughout its 
extended sessions of the morning and 
afternoon. All other and lesser sub- 
jects gave way to this foremost ques- 
tion. There was no change in the plan 
of making the report public and trans- 
mitting It to congress early next week,, 
accompanied by a brief message from, 
the President. 

While interest was thus centered at 
the White House, the navy and war de- 
partments w,ere hurrying forward their 
work of preparations. The advance of 
the Spanish toipedo flotilla continued to 
receive the closest attention ol" naval offi- 
cers, but so far as could be ascertained 
no definite line of action was determined 
upon. The need of intercepting thin 
fleet was urged by the highest naval 
authorities. From the standpoint of the 
Spanish government this movement was 
not n menace, having been decided upon 
many weeks ago. On the contrary, the 
Spanish government holds that tlie ex- 
tensive armament, of the Tortugas was 
a more direct hostile act than any move- 
ment of file flotilla. Instead of stopping 
the flotilla, the present: attitude of Spain 
Continued ou Page Two.

It is said that all 
Tory deputy ministers will be retired. 
The Liberal version w uic caucus says 
"the questions of removing sinister iu- 
fluences operating injustice to the party | 
in power, to the promotion of the inter- ' 
ost of Conservatives, was again discuss- 
ed. Another emphatic expression of 
opinion registered was that it is neces- 
sary in the Liberal interest and for the 
safety of the party entrusted with the 
reins of power that Liberal influences 
should prevail in the councils of the 
government. I 

Mr. Slavin got into a big fight with the 
miners' delegates as a result of his at- 
tack upon them in a letter to the sena- 
tors attempting to discredit them. The 
delegates got back at Slavin by stating 
that Boyle ami Slavin are seeking a 
grant from the government of five 
miles of the Klondike river.

OHIO RIVER RISING. 

Prospect of a Prodigious Flood Should 
Rain Occur as Expected— Loss of 
Life Reported. 

Cincinnati. March 2-1— At 10 o'clock 
to-night the Ohio river at Cincinnati reg- 
istered 51 feet -\'-> inches, rising an inch 
an hour. 

Reports from the source of the Monon- 
gahela bring news of heavy rains last- 
night and of a rapidly rising river to- 
night. There is an assurance that the 
Ohio will have a protracted high stage 
of water, and a prodigious ilood may be 
expected should the tributaries receive 
an accession of rain within two or three 
days.

A PHOTOGRAPHIC FREAK. 

How Certain Substances Make Pictures 
of Themselves Told by a Scien- 
tific Expert. ' 

London, M.-m-u 24, — According to the 
Daily News, Dr. W. J. Russell, a pro- 
minent scientific man, has discovered 
that a certain substance placed in jux- 
taposition tv. a highly sensitive photo- 
graphic plate in common darkness will 
lieeonie a polished piece of zinc after 
four or live hours contact. The sensi- 
tive plate 1ms, as lie paradoxically puts 
it, photographed itself without the aid 
of light, showing lines scratched on the 
zinc, Haws etc. Several other metals, 
wood, silks, straw and other substances, 
also photograph themselves in darkness 
in the same manner. Actual contact 
with the plate is not necessary, 



FINANCIERS AGAINST WAR. 

Offer to Supply Indemnity Funds to 
Spain Should United States De- 
mand Reparation. 

London, March 24.— The Cuban crisis 
lias aroused financiers hen? to make ef- 
forts to avert war. A movement to this 
end is on foot in Lombard street, and 
American bankers who are leading it are 
supposed to have the sympathy and per- 
haps co-operation of the Rothschilds. The 
American bankers are endeavoring to 
secure the influence of financiers and 
governments, representing to them the 
damage to the commerce of all nations 
which a war would involve. The finan- 
ciers are willing to invest liberally to 
prevent war, but aparently they are un- 
able to devise a plan promising success. 

The American bankers tell the diplo- 
mats that if the United State.'; demands 
an indemnity and Spain is willing to pay 
the financiers will gladly furnish the 
funds. The best, informed diplomats do 
not believe, however, that the cabinet or 
dynasty dare risk the wrath of the pop- 
ulace which would inevitably follow ac- 
quiescence in the demand of the United 
States for reparation for the loss of the 
Maine. 

Prominent financiers are calling upon 
the United States ambassador. Col. .John 
Hay, seeking inside information regard- 
ing the political situation. Financiers 
are also seeking to bring pressure upon 
Washington through the American diplo- 
mats. The Spanish ami Cuban firms 
and financial houses in London general- 
ly agree in expressing the opinion that 
there will be no war. 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of 
the Daily Telegraph says: •'All classes 
of the Russian army reserve have been 
warned to hold themselves in readiness 
to be summoned to service, and on ac- 
count of the difficulties in Korea it has 
been decided to dispatch to Eastern Asia 
a corps of 5,0U0 of the first line of re- 
serves.'' 

The Chinese minister pnid a hurried 
visit to the foreign ollice this evening and i 
remained a long time there. 



BLIZZARD IN ENGLAND. 

Snow and Sleet Throughout the King- 
dom and Groat Suffering 
From the Cold. 

London, March 2-1.— Snow anil sleel 
is falling to-day in various parts of the 
United Kingdom, while heavy gales are 
sweeping Hie coast causing vessels to 
seek shelter in the harbors. A hlizeard 
is raging in Derbyshire, imperiling the 
flocks and pedestrians. There were 
many small wrecks without loss of life 
on flic east coast, and the steam trawl- 
er Nellie which was wrecked off Hat- 
tray Head, lost all her crew by ■drown- 
ing. 

London, March 25. — The storm con- 
tinues throughout, the United Kingdom. 
Bailroad trains are embedded in snow- 
drifts, telegraph wires are down in most 
parts of the country and people have 
been fiw/en to death while traversing 
the moors, A hurricane swept, all the 
coasts and terrific seas have tieen run- 
ning. 'Hie channel services have been 
suspended and there have been number- 
loss wrecks of small craft. The life- 
boats and rocket service have been busy. 
Many people have been rescued from 
drowning, and shipping everywhere is 
seeking shelter. Much damage has been 
done to the harbors. Piers have been 
swept away high tides are flooding the 
streets. A Swedish brig went, ashore 
near Grimsby this morning. Her crew 
perished before assistance could reach 
them. The greatest anxiety is felt for 
the safety of tin.' fishing fleet. 



NEWFOUNDLAND'S PREMIER. 

Remains in Politics Another Tear, 
ami 'Then Takes Judicial Post 
Preserved for Him. 

St. John's Nfld., March 24.— As a 
result of the government conference last 
night Sir .lames 'Winter, the premier, 
whom it was proposed to transfer to 
the Supreme court bench, will remain 
in active politics for another year. 
Justice Little, the senior judge, will be- 
come acting c hief justice in the place of 
Sir Frederick Carter, retiring, and 
former Attorney-General Morrison will 
become assistant judge, In .May of 
next year Justice Little will retire and 
be succeeded by Sir James Winter as 
chief justice. 



London, March 25.— In the house of 
Commons to-day Mr. Curzon, parlia- 
mentary secretary for the foreign of- 
fice, said the government bad no con- 
firmation of the news contained in a 
Pekin despatch to the London Times 
to the effect that China has agreed to all 
the Russian demands. 

The morning papers publish anxious 
articles reproaching the government for 
its inaction in China, and asking 
whether England has surrendered to 
Itussia, The Times charges the govern- 
nusnt with vacillations, 

Russia agrees tlillt the port shall be 
opeN to the ships and commerce of the 
whole world with a customs tariff simi- 
lar to that of a Chinese treaty port, 
although its administration will be the 
same as at any other Russian port. 
China having represented that Talien- 
wan is certain to supplant Niuchwang 
as the chief port of Manchuria, and to 
cause a loss of the chief port of the im- 
perial customs revenue, Russia under- 
takes to contribute to the Chinese gov- 
ernment the balance of the customs col- 
lected at Talienwan after payment of 
expenses. 

Though this arrangement is ob- 
viously temporary, the Chinese are much 
flattered by the concession. The con- 
ditions generally ore clevedly designed 
to conciliate tho trading stations, wide 
Itussia will consolidate her power and 
strengthen her base prior to the absorp- 
tion of Manchuria. 

Itussia has notified China that Japan 
has withdrawn opposition to Russian 
action as to the Liaotong ports in con- 
sideration of Russia's withdrawal from 
Korea. 

Yokohama, March 2.~>.— A report that 
Japan has requested Russia to evacuate 
Port Arthur funis credence in the Japan- 
ese press, which regards the recall of 
Malexieoff, the Russian custom agent 
at. Seoul as a. sign that Russia has 
changed her policy in regard to Korea. 

A despatch from Shanghai says that 
the Rusinn. having ordered the Chinese 
to leave Pott Arthur, tho mandarins 
and soldiers are bolting pell mell -with 
their baggage to Chefoo, Niuchwang 
and Taku. 

Three of Russia's largest battleships, 
says a special despatch from St. .Peters- 
burg, will shortly proceed through the 
Bosphorous for Chinese waters. 

SUPPORT FROM MONTREAL. 

Board or Trade There for JUl-Cuna- 
dian Route to Kettle River as 
Well as to Yukon. 

Montreal, March 25. — (Special) — 
The board of trade council adopted and 
forwarded to Ottawa to-day the follow- 
ing resolution: 

"Whereas the opening of communica- 
tion with the Yukon district is of vital 
importance to the mercantile and manu- 
facturing interests of the country; and' 
whereas such communication is in the 
opinion of this council to be most 
quickly obtained by the construction of 
a railway between Teslin Lake and 
Fort Simpson : Therefore resolved, that 
the council of the Montreal board of 
trade hereby prays the parliament of 
Canada to legislate fur the immediate 
construction of a railway in Canadian 
territory between Teslin Lake and Fort 
Simpson or the head of any adjacent in- 
let on the Canadian coast navigable by 
-jod jnip opiAojd o| pnu 'siossoa .iroooo 
tion of (he line between Teslin Lake 
and Glenora shall be completed by Sep- 
tember 1 of this year." 

The council also unanimously endorsed 
the resolution of the British* Columbia 
legislature opposing the granting of a 
charter to the Kettle River railway com- 
pany.

BUSINESS LOANS. 

The Colonist is always f»lrtd to hear 
from its corespondent, Mr. D< Babbitt, 
i.f Vancouver, anil to print hi-s letters. 
Mr. Babbitt is very much in earnest in 
a {rood cause, although ho will not find 
his plans anil arguments received with 
universal favor. To-day he asks for nu 
explanation of what the Colonist mount 
by loans made to farmers in a business- 
like way. The expression was perhaps 
not a very happy one. but it was used 
tor the purpose of drawing a distinction 
between mortgage loans ami ordinary 
business loans. For example: If :t 
merchant should go to a hunk and ask 
to borrow money on a mortgage upon his 
stock, the hank would jiot regard this as 
a business transaction, but as an indi- 
cation of a possible insolvency. Banks 
lend to merchants on the credit of their 
going business. What we would like to 
see effected is an arrangement whereby 
farmers can make short term loans on 
reasonable interest on the credit of their 
current farming operations. This does 
not directly touch the case of the man 
who wants to get rid of a mortgage upon 
which he is paying a higher rate of in- 
terest than he can afford to; but it 
would be the means of keeping many a 
fanner from having to mortgage his 
property. Indirectly also it would help 
some of those who are struggling .under 
heavy mortgages; but we confess that if 
these arc to be relieved a very much 
more heroic measure will have to be re- 
sorted to. It is the easiest thing in the 
world to get a mortgage on a farm and 
the hardest to get it off. Especially is 
-the latter proposition true on the coast, 
where many farms were mortgaged, 
when land anil everything else were at 
boom prices. Improved facilities of com- 
munication, coincident with a long period 
of hard times, made burdens very heavy, 
which when assumed seemed light 
enough, and we have not yet seen any 
plan that seems adequate to affording 
the necessary relief. The removal of the 
so-called mortgage tax is a mere baga- 
telle. What these sufferers need is to be 
relieved of the principal of their indebt- 
edness. Even reduced interest will nol 
hell) them as they need, for as long as 
the heavy mortgage stands they are sub- 
stantially teuauts of their land only. 

What we think might be accomplished 
is the formulation of plans for putting 
farmers upon the same fooling, when 
they need temporary loans, as merchants 
and other business men are. This can- 
not be done through existing banks, I'm' 
il is impossible for these institutions to 
get closely enoii gh in touch with the cir- 
cumstances of probable borrowers. If 
in addition to this, which is intended for 
Hie relief of all farmers, a measure can 
be devised whereby those farmers, who 
are burdened by heavy mortgages, can 
he helped in some adequate way, we 
shall be very glad to do what we can to 
promote il. 

Mr. Macphcrson seems determined to 
draw a line between British Columbia 
and (he rest of the Dominion. He will, 
il he succeeds in amending his "Mus- 
ter and .Servant" hill as he desires, simp- 
ly secure its prompt disapproval by the 
Governor-General. 



tefnal explosion was caused. Wo as- 
sume that Spain will not admit the cor- 
rectness of the finding of the American 
court. The fact, that the torpedo flo- 
tilla is on its way across the Atlantic 
indicates that the Madrid govern'meut is 
preparing for the hist resort. 

We can very well understand why 
much uneasiness should exist in Am- 
erican naval circles over the movements 
of this flotilla. The United States is 
very weak in the matter of torpedo boats 
while Spain is strong in this exceeding- 
ly useful branch of her navy. Torpedo 
boats are very formidable, so much so 
that we find one American naval officer 
recommending that e\'ery warship in the 
fleet should be kept as far as possible 
out of the way of the Spanish craft. It 
is probably the possession of this arm 
of the service in such superior numbers 
that makes Spain regard the possibility 
of war with greater calmness than the 
disparity between the nations in other 
respects would lead us to expect. 

Til 10 RETIBE-MENT OF LOltU 
SALISBURY. 

It seems unfortunate that Lord Salis- 
bury should be compelled to consent to 
temporary retirement from the active 
work of the United Kingdom at this 
very critical period. The British people 
everywhere have grown to regard him 
as a strong and safe foreign minister. 
His critics are many, and some of his 
acts of policy have been roundly con- 
demned, yet we think it can be fairly 
Claimed for him thill during three years 
ol" exceptional difficulty he has so dis- 
charged his great responsibility that the 
prestive of the empire lias nut been low- 
ered, and the peace of the world has been 
presrved. 

Lord Salisbury is not a very ihl nun, 
as British statesmen go, being only idx- 
ty-eight. Beaconsficld was seventy- 
seven before death ended his active life; 
he was live years older than Salisbury 
is now, when they represented Grcnl 
Britain tit the famous Berlin Congress 
and brought hack "peace with honor." 
John Bright was foremost in public life 
long after he reached the Crime Minis- 
ters age, and Lord John Russell was 
eighty-six at his death, and was premier 
at seventy-four. Lord Palmorston was 
premier when he died at eighty-one. 
Gladstone is now eighty-eight, and he 
resigned the premiership at eighty-four. 
Lord Salisburys age alone is therefore 
no obstacle to bis retention of office. 
Overwork, which has aggravated an at- 
tack of diabetes, is the cause of his be- 
ing compelled to seek rest. 

We think the sympathy of the people 
of Victoria is not with those who are 
advancing Mr. Corbin's railway pro- 
jects, but in favor of the construction of 
a railway at the earliest possible day 
from Peuticton to Boundary Creek. 
Build the Corbin line first and we may 
prepare to bid a long farewell to the 
Victoria, Vancouver and Eastern pro- 
ject from which we all expected so much 
a year ago. If any one doubts public 
sentiment on this point let him try to 
get up a public meeting to advance Mr. 
Corbin's project. No one finds any fault 
with that gentleman. lie knows a good 
thing when he sees it much 'nore quick- 
ly than most people. He likewise 
knows how, apparently to make 
people know good things when 
they see them. A very short time 
ago lie and Ids railway plans ^were in 
dreadful disrespect with some persons, 
who now are very warm in their sup- 
port. We do not refer, of course, to 
Mr. Bod well, who is simply earning the 
fee which Mr. Corbin is paving him. 



TIIK UNITED STATES AND SPAIN. 

The report of the United States court 
of inquiry finds that the .Maine was de- 
stroyed by aa external explosion. The 
despatches add that it does not fix I be 
responsibility of the act on any one. It 
could hardly do that. Presuming that 
the report is warranted by the evidence, 
the case stands thus: The Maine was 
destroyed by an external explosion while 
lying in a harbor under the control of 
Spain; Spain must therefore offer some 
proper explanation, unless she is pre- 
pared to join issue with the findings of 
the court, in which event war would be 
the only possible result. The United 
Slate.- cannot undertake an inquiry for 
the purpose of ascertaining how the ex- 



The Oregoniun points out that the 
United Slates interfered in the affairs of 
Mexico when Napoleon HI. tried to set 
Maximilian on the throne; that Great 
Britain, France and Russia interfered 
on behalf of Greece against Turkey in 
1S27; that in 1820 Austria interfered in 
the affairs of Naples, i.hnt in is:::; 
France interfered in the affairs of Spain, 
that in 1830 Great Britain and France 
interfered in the affairs of Belgium; in 
1848 Great Britain and France inter- 
fered to save Turkey from Meheinet Ali. 
and so on. There is no lack of precedents 
for intervention in Cuba without a for- 
mal declaration of war. 



The Toronto (ilobo says there is 
practically no difference of opinion be- 
tween the parties in the House of Com- 
mons as to the necessity of altering I he 
franchise law and thai there will be 
no serious objection to the govern- 
ment's plan of using the provincial 
voters' lists in federal elections. We 
have already expressed the view I hat 
this was the best system, and also that 
the Conservative parly itself never fell 
very much enamored of the franchise 
law which it enacted. The measure was 
an experiment and it cannot be said to 
ha>e given satisfaction. 



We hope the plans for n provincial 
exhibition at New Westminster next 
fall will be taken in hand early by those 
responsible for their success and that 
hearty co-operation will be extended 
from all parts of the Province. A good 
representative exhibition of British Co- 
lumbia products of all kinds would be 
very valuable in view of the growing 
importance of the trade with the mining 
districts. ■ 



Referring again to the case of Craemer, 
mentioned in yesterday's Colonist as one 
having a local interest, we may state 
l hat the governor of the State of AVash- 
Ington, at almost the last moment, com- 
muted the death penalty to imprisonment 
lor life. This is one of the most extra- 
ordinary oases in the annals of criminal 
jurisprudence, and there is some reason 
to believe that evidence .against the ac- 
cused was worked up for political pur- 
poses, 

The report that Japan has asked Rus- 
sia to abandon Port Arthur is very prob- 
able. We may feel very sure that the 
Marquis Ito will not permit China to 
be sat upon too hardly by the great 
northern power. 



If we thought the members of the leg- 
islature would pardon us we should say 
that they talk too much about small 
matters and too little about those that 
are important. Every one who is in 
touch with what is going on knows 
that very valuable work is done in the 
several committees. The members by 
no means shirk their responsibility us to 
the details of measures. What we miss 
is the broad treatment of questions on 
the floor of the house. The debates are 
scrappy in both senses in which the 
word is used. We are unite sure that 
many more gentlemen on both sides of 
the bouse could, if they would take Hie 
necessary care to prepare themselves, 
present the various propositions involv- 
ed in legislation with clearness and 
force. This would call for longer 
speeches; but long speeches are by no 
men ns objectionable if they are re- 
plete with useful matter. We are sure 
that it would give the press great plea- 
sure to be able to print more speeches 
of a substantial character and fewer 
reports of what, are Utile else than 
windy altercations. Members of the 
legislature owe il to their constitu- 
ents to devote more care to their 
speeches, to ti'ke more lime in deliver- 
ing tlicru and to cut short the continual 
bickering over unimportant matters. 




Switzerland is going to ndopl govern- 
ment ownership of railways although it 
will involve an investment of $240,000,- 
0110, a very large liability to be assum- 
ed by a comparatively poor country with 
less than three millions of inhabitants. 
The decision was arrived by a referen- 
dum, when 384,272 persons voted for the 
purchase of the roads and 170,002 
against it. No decision has yet been 
reached as to how the money will he 
raised. The finances of Switzerland 
have been very well managed, the public 
debt being less than $18,000,000 at $Yj 
per cenl interest, and nguins! it the re- 
public holds assets very greatly in ex- 
cess of this amount. 



Canada for the Canadians was good 
doctrine when the Conservatives were 
in power. It is iust as good doctrine 
now, and there is an opportunity to give 
effect to it on the northern and south- 
ern frontiers of British Columbia. Vet 
we find some people laboring to hand 
the traffic of the Yukon over to Seattle 
and that of the Boundary Creek district 
to Spokane. We depricate the introduc- 
tion of politics into business matters of 
this kind. While our politicians are 
wrangling over how the fruit shall be 
gathered our wide-awake neighbors will 
pick it all. Canada for the Canadians 
and business first and politics after- 
wards. 



During the last three years Spain has 
sent 200,000 soldiers to Cuba and has 
spent .$280,000,000 in a vain attempt to 
suppress the rebellion. This is the sec- 
ond Cuban revolt in thirty years. The 
former began in 18GS and lasted until 
1872. It is said that 13,000 rebels fell 
in battle and that 43,000 were executed. 
What the "butcher's bill" for the pre- 
sent rebellion is can hardly ba calculat- 
ed, but it reaches to tens of thousands. 
Surely it is time to ring down the cur- 
tain of this awful tragedy. 



An eastern paper wants to know if it 
would not be better if the money peo- 
ple are investing in outfits and the 
labor they are expending in going to 
Klondike were invested at home. We 
have not the least doubt that when 
Abraham started for the land of prom- 
ise some of his neighbors said he would 
have shown more sense it he had settled 
down quietly at home.

northern boundary of British Columbia 
to the point of commencement."

will enable the corporation to borrow 
the amounts required to be paid into 
the Supreme court. pending the decision 
of the Privy Council and costs, without 
being required to repay them before the 
end of the year: also for authority to 
enable the council, in the event of the 
Privy Council deciding against the city, 
to pass a by-law to borrow on the credit 
of the municipality any money that may 
be required to pay all judgments and 
costs that may be given' against the city 
in the bridge cases, such by-law to be 
introduced without petition and without 
the assent of the ratepayers."'

Victoria, March 25.— The legislature 
siient nearly all day in dealing with pri- 
vate bills. The Vancouver City bill went 
through committee with few cluing 
ind Mr. Holmckon's resolution asking 
the Dominion government to establish a 
I mint in British Columbia was carried 
without opposition. Some of the com 
mittee proceedings were enlivened by 
little tilts that prevented monotony and 
took up a groat deal of time. 

The house was opened with prayer by 
Itov. ,T. B. Haslam. 

PETITIONS. 
By Mr. Williams— From Mrs. Maria 
Grant and others asking that the house 
give the cities of the province power to 
pass curfew by-laws. 

Mr. Helmcken moved: Whereas the 
establishment of a mint in Canada will 
hi; of groat benefit commercially and oth- 
erwise; and whereas the province ol 
British Columbia is the most suitable 
province wherein such mint should be es- 
tablished; bo it therefore resolved that 
the Lieutenant-Governor bo requested t< 
communicate with the Dominion govern 
mont, urging the desirability of the es- 
tablishment, at. the earliest possible dati , 
of a mint; such mint to bo erected in the 
province of British Columbia. 

Mr. Helmcken in moving the resolu- 
tion reminded the house that when Lieut. - 
Governor Mclnnos was a senator, he- 
was foremost in urging on the establish- 
ment of a mint. Ho would refer the 
members to the discu ssiou that, came up 
in the senate during the session of 1897, 
in which the whole matter was gone over 
at length. Ho referred to the largo 
amount of gold that was being brought 
out of the Yukon and said a mint in 
British Columbia would have the effect 
of inducing the minors to send their gold 
here for refining and sale. 

Hon. Col. Baker would vote for the 
resolution, but said in reality the estab- 
lishment of a mint was more a matter of 
sentiment than profit, for the cost at

AN ABLE LECTURE. 

Principal Sipprell, of Columbia College, 
Talks on an Interesting Subject. 

"What is a man worth'.'" This was 
the subject of an interesting and very 
instructive address delivered by Dev. W. 
.1. Sipprell in the Centennial 'Methodist 
church last evening. Mr. Sipprell is the 
principal of Columbia College, New 
Westminster, and his lecture, given un- 
der the auspices of the Ladies' 
Aid of the church, was in con- 
trast with its merits, very poorly at- 
tended. For upwards or two hours the 
lecturer held the attention of his au- 
dience, spicing his remarks with nnec- 
dotes and witticisms, always having 
some moral relationship to his subject. 
Of the ideal character of man he found 
numerous illustrations in lincb historical 
events as the civil was of the -United 
Slates, the Crimean and other conflicts, 
telling in a manner most interesting and 
descriptive the story of Waterloo, of the 
siege of Dargai and the thrilling inci- 
dents of the troublous times of slavery 
days. He believed a good deal in the 
place where a man was born, for no 
foreign blood could have accomplished 
the achievements of Dargari by the Cor- 
don Highlanders. Of bravery, he said the 
world would applaud a man who would 
stand at the mouth of a cannon and im- 
peril his life, yet that same man would 
he a wreck on a sea of passions.

Nine Thousand In a Single Chunk 
of the I'recibua Metul — A 
Hidden Treasure. 



Those who hailed the Klondike as 
die Greatest land of gold the world has 
ever known will find strong support for 
their faith in the northern treasure-laud 
in the news brought to Vancouver by the 
Piikshnn anil to Conios by (he Ning- 
ehow yesterday— of tin; landing of a nug- 
get on El Dorado creek worth by actual 
weight at $14,50 an ounce something in 
i he neichborhood of $9,000. No nugget 
has ever before been found in the Do- 
minion to equal this; no other Canadian 
nugget approaches it in value. Indeed 
there are few greater in the world's his- 
tory, nild these few have individual 
places in the annuls ot the milling in- 
dusl ry. 

When street gossip wns lirst heard 
yesterday of "a nine thousand dollar 

inn t 'found in Klondike," the great 

discovery was not unnaturally set down 
as a colossal fake. The report did not, 
however, share the fate of similar 
northern stories on investigation, and by- 
last night the consensus of evidence ob- 
tainable regarding this wonderful lump 
of gold was all in favor of its genuine 
existence, although the name of the for- 
tunate tinder, and the dan- and circum- 
stances of discovery have yet to come. 

.1. I-\ Denluim and ( '. A. Goodwin, 
of Eos Angeles; E. B. Long of Tacoma, 
and D. Luscclle, ot' Leadvilie, Col., ar- 
riving in Vancouver by tin; Pa.kshnil di- 
rect from Dawson, lirst gave the news 
to the -world. Their story is that three 
large nuggets were found on El Dorado 
iaie in h'chruary, one worth .$0,000, an- 
other Slot!, and the third $2o(). A Col- 
onist reporter requested them to make 
nllldavit to the facts, and although they 
declined to do this, each made a solemn 
declaration that he believed a $9,000 
nugget had been found as stated and 
hidden away. This quartette of minors 
estimated the Klondike output of gold 
this season at forty million dollars. 

Confirmation of the find is given by 
passengers on the steamship Ntngchow, 
iirrivine ut Comox yesterday afternoon. 
A message from this coaling station 
says: '"This nugget is no fake. It is 
said to be as big as a child's head, and 
I here are more like it waiting to bo dug 
up. No wonder the people are going 
crazy, and those who look to the Klon- 
dike to produce the world's greatest nug- 
L'et will not be disappointed." 

There- seems to be no reason why the 
hoires of the Klondikcrs should be dis- 
tionoilltcd. although the district will 
have to show something yet. better to 
approach the distinction aimed at. A 
$9,000 nugget is indeed u world wonder, 
but there is a wide difference yet be- 
tween it and the celebrated "Welcome 
Stranger," found at Ballarat, Victoria, 
in 18511, ami tipping the scales at 2.250 
ounces, or rather better than ¥-11,001). 

Berlin. Australia. also produced a 
chunk of virgin gold — known as "Wel- 
come." hut without the "Stranger" — 
weighing 1,770 ounces, or $30,340. Two 
other great Australian nuggets were the 
Viscount and Countess of Canterbury, 
weighing 1,121 and 884 ounces respect- 
ively and valued at .$^2,000 and $10,000. 
At Dunolly two nuggets of 438 and 478 
ounces were found, worth $10,000 and 
$9,000, so that it will bo seen Australia 
still leads the world in the matter of 
big nuggets. 

The record of America is said to be- 
long to California, n nugget recovered 
there in 1849 or 1850 being worth sonie- 
Ihing more than $14,000.

RIVAL MINES. 

'The Dispute Between the "Iron Mask" 
ami Centre Star" Again in 
Court. 

Another move in the interesting nnd 
important mining suit between the Iron 
-Mask and Centre Slur companies opened 
yesterday before Mr, Justice Wulkeui. 
The Centre Star and Iron Musk claims 
at Rossland were both located under the 
old mining act. which allowed the prior 
location to follow the ore beyond the 
side lines of the claim. Tin; Centre Star, 
the prior location, initiated injunction 
proceedings before County Judge Foriu 
to restrain the Iron, Mask from milling 
a body of ore which the Centre Star peo- 
ple claimed was orr the dip of the vein 
from the Centre Star. An injunction 
was granted nnd an application to Mr. 
Justice Walltem to get this injunction 
aside was refused. An appeal was then 
taken to the full court, hut on account 
of the illness of the chief justice and 
because Justice Irving, then newly ap- 
pointed to tlu.' bench, did not wisli to sit 
on a suit in which as a lawyer his linn 
had acted for one of the parties, the air- 
pea! was not then heard, but: arrange- 
ment were made by which the Iron 
Mask was allowed to go on working the 
ore pending the action, and to keep tic- 
eoiuit of the ore taken out. 

In January last the Iron Mask enter- 
ed suit against the Centre Star people 
and asked for an injunction restrain- 
ing them from continuing to mine under 
the Iron Mask clniin on what the Ceit- 
tre Stai' claimed was a vein extending 
from the Centre Star ground. In this 
action the in junction application was 
made before Mr. Justice Walltem and 
nllldavits wore presented to prove that 
the Centre Star were not'working on a 
vein Inn were exploring in country rock. 
Mr. Justice! Walkem grunted an injunc- 
tion restraining the Centre Star people 
from continuing their operations. The 
proceedings, winch commenced yester- 
day, were by the Centre Star to set aside 
this inpuictiou. The preliminary ques- 
tion raised by Mr. McNeill, of Rossland, 
nnd L, P. Duff, of Victoria, for the Iron 
Mask, was on the reception of a model 
produced by the Centre Star. Mr. 
Herrick, manager of the Iron Mask, 
made an affidavit staling that the model 
was a men; speculative representation 
ot the theories of the other side. How- 
ever, the court: allowed the model to be 
used for what it was worth and Hon T 
M. Daly, for the Centre Star, begun his 
argument late in the afternoon. It j s 
likely to lie three or four days before ar- 
gument is concluded.

The unanticipated shickening off in the 
Klondike forwarding trade referred to at 
some length in the Colonist, of Thursday 
last, appears to bo seriously affecting 
the transportation companies of Puget 
.Sound, some of which are already look- 
ing for other employment for their steam 
craft. In this connection it is stated that 
there is .good prospect of opposition again 
being offered to the City of Kingston 
on her Taconm-Senttle-Vietoria route, 
both the Victorian and the ruinous old 
Olympian being named as probable ac- 
quisitions to this service. 

The Olympian, until the advent of the 
Kingston, was unquestionably the most 
popular vessel on the run, and in smooth 
water would still be able to bold her 
own with the best of her more modern 
ly constructed rivals. In furnishings 
mid comforts generally, she is second to 
none, and she -would no doubt find many 
friends among the public were she re- 
stored to active life. The Victorian is 
also a desirable boat in every way, ele- 
gantly appointed and essentially a mod- 
ern passenger carrier. She would he 
sure to get her share of all business of- 
fering. 

Whether, however, there is enough per- 
manent trade to maintain two steamers 
at a profit on the Puget Sound- Victoria 
run is doubtful— the snine reasons that 
would induce the retirement of the Vic- 
torian from the Northern service would 
operate against trnfJlc on the local run. 
And three steamers are assuredly too 
many for a balance on the right side of 
the hooks for any of the trio. There is 
a suggestion that a second factor is oper- 
ating in the proposed establishment of 
opposition to the Kingston, the rate war 
of the railways entering into the cal- 
culations and the Canadian Pocific being 
spoken of as at the bottom of the con- 
templated deal. Nothing is said in the 
matter by the heads of the O.P.R. 

ANOTHER SIWASH REPORT. 

Reported disaster to the little siwash 
schooner Amateur off the Calif ornian 
coast was causing considerable excite- 
ment among the Indians at Clayoose 
when the Willapa called there a day or 
two ago. Like the majority of native 
reports the rumor seemed to have 110 
substantial foundation, and yet met with 
very general acceptance as based on fact. 
Of the sealers of the local fleet but two 
were fallen in with by the returned CP. 
N. steamer, and neither of these had 
heard anything of the Amateur or the 
Teresa. The .Mary Ellen was at. Port 
KtUngbnm for n boat's crew, having 
taken l.'iO skins; the Victoria, spoken at 
Port San Juan, had a catch of 20,"{. 

The "Willapa brought hack but few 
passengers, although she carried no few- 
er than SO from Victoria and Alberni up 
to Olayoquot on the outward trip, much 
development work at present being mi- 
ller way at the point mentioned. While 
proceeding from Alberni on Tuiesday last 
the steamer while in charge of the first 
Ulcer, touched heavily on a rock close 
to Hand Inlet, and off the Vancouver 
island shore line. Captain Foot being 
at dinner at the time. She is now on tlio 
ways in consequence, receiving the atten- 
tions of tho marine chiropodists, her 
forefoot being somewhat damaged. That 
her injuries were the reverse of serious 
is evidenced by the fact that her cruise 
was not interrupted by the accident, and 
the vessel as usual was back in port be- 
fore her owners had begun to expect her.

PETEK SCHWENGERS DEAD. 

A Sudden Attack of Hemorrhage 
Quickly Ends Ilia Life. 

Death came suddenly to Mr. Peter 
Schweilgers yesterday evening, for 
while he was sitting at home restiug 
after the day's business he passed away 
very quickly. Mr. Schweugers was ap- 
parently in his usual health when lie 
returned home at six o'clock, but soon 
afterwards he had a sudden attack of 
hemorrhage of the lungs caused by the 
bursting of one of the l.-r.rge blood ves- 
sels, death resulting in a few minutes, 
even before medical aid, which was at 
once summoned, could be secured. 

The deceased was well known in Vic- 
toria, having resided here with his fam- 
ily since 18o7. He belonged to one of 
Ihe most influential families in Rhenish 
Prussia and was the third son of the 
late PetewSchwcngers, sugar refiner, of 
Urdingefi, Germany. He was educated 
ill Itiuiii University, afterwards remov- 
ing tn England where for a time he re- 
sided at Norwood. He was for a num- 
ber of years interested in the firm of 
Buninger, Schroder »V- Co., bankers, of 
London, and as already stated, came to 
Victoria in l.SST. 

Mr. Seliwengers was perhaps best 
known here as one of the leading chess 
players of the coast and indeed 11 quar- 
ter of a century ago he held a front 
rank among chess amateurs of the 
world and after coming to Kritisli (!o- 
In nili in did much towards building up 
the Victoria chess club. He leaves a 
widow ami five children to mourn Ids 
loss and to them will go out the sym- 
pathy of very many friends. 

THE COAST'S LONGEST CABLE. 

It Will Stretch From Vancouver to De- 
parture Hay and Be Ready For 
Use in About Ten Days. 

Superintendent .lames Wilson, of the 
Canadian Pacific telegraphs, during a 
l-rief visit to the capital last evening 
gave the Colonist the gratifying assur- 
ance that work will he commenced im- 
mediately on a new pole line between 
this city and Departure Hay, to con- 
nect the company's land wires on Van- 
couver Island with the new cable, also 
to be laid within the next ten days. 

The cable in question is of English 
manufacture and is on, board the C.P.R 
steamship Tartar, due to arrive in Van- 
couver to-morrow or the following day. 
It: will be laid between English Ray 
(Vancouverl and Departure Bay (Na- 
naimo), an unbroken wire stretch or 
forty miles, and by far the longest cable 
connection on the Pacific coast. 

The wires of thee ompnny which are 
now strung from Victoria on the poles 
of the E. & N. railway company, will 
be transferred as soon as the new pole- 
line is ready to receive them, and a third 
wire will give Victoria a much superior 
service to any the city has hetetofore 
enjoyed.

A TALK ON Hill 



Mr. Bui'cbam Harding' Explains liow 
a Universal Brotherhood (Jan. 
Ho Accuinnlijhed. 



No Quarrel With Christianity for 
With It Theosopliy Is 
Close Kin. 



Mr. Bureham Harding, of New York, 
delivered a lecture in the hall of the 
United Brotherhood or Theosophical so- 
ciety on Thursday evening. . There were 
about forty present and all showed a 
marked interest in the words of the 
speaker. Mr. Harding does not indulge 
in emotional oratory nor try to make 
his ideas plain with wild gestures, lie 
simply talks in a conversational sort of 
manner but at the same time makes the 
desired impression, lie said last: night 
that there was a great wave of uni- 
versal brotherhood sweeping over the 
earth and its effects could easily be seen. 
One of the great obstacles to universal 
brotherhood was the sellish impulses of 
the human body. The body wanted 
everything and was continually grabbing 
for it and until this could be done 
away with, universal brotherhood could 
not be accomplished. One heard in 
these days a good deal about the equal- 
ity of man, but where was it? There 
was no mental, moral or physical equal- 
ity to be seen. It was not until people 
got away from the impulses of the body 
and into the grander spiritual plane 
that the boasted equality could be real- 
ized. The soul was merely the divine 
part of man and it required develop- 
ment the same as the physical organs. 
The more the soul was developed the 
more universal brotherhood there would 
be. The speaker believed that by the 
development of the divine that is in 
him man could become a God. Paul 
said that God was in man and why 
could lie not be brought out. The 
speaker said that when he was a boy 
be had the idea, acquired through tui- 
tion, that God was a man with long 
whiskers sitting on a throne, which idea 
was all rubbish. God was in everything. 
This earth was merely a school in which 
the soul gathered experience to take 
away with it. 

At the conclusion of his lecture Mr. 
Harding invited anyone in the audience 
to ask questions. One of the questions 
asked was, ""What has theosopliy to 
offer which Christianity has not 7" The 
speaker replied that it had nothing. 
Theosopliy, be said, had no quarrel with 
Christianity. Theosopliists merely wish- 
ed Christians to carry out what Jesus 
taught, .lesus did not teach people to 
worship Him, but asked them to fol- 
low His teachings. This the Christians 
seemed' to lose sight of. The lecturer 
said the kind of prayer he believed in 
was to be doing something instead of 
putting up selfish petitions to the Crea- 
tor; asking Him to do things which they 
could do themselves if they were not too 
lazy. 

During the evening Master Fawcett 
played a violin solo and Mrs. Johnston 
performed on the piano. 

The "Lotus Croup" work, which local 
Theosopliists are at present introduc- 
ing to Victorians, is described by Mr. 
Bureham Harding as "an unsectarian 
Sunday school." is intended to train chil- 
dren in unselfishness, in self-control, 
and in doing good for the sake of cood. 
It. is undogmatic, it seeks to develop 
the better self, and points to 'the king- 
dom within,' and man as the little mir- 
ror of nature. 'To live to benefit man- 
kind is the first step.' 'To stand out 
of sunlight into shade to make more 
room for others,' is the second step. 
'Harmony and Unity, the strength of all 
institutions,' are strongly inculcated. It 
is shown that only as the lower self is 
overcome can real harmony and unity 
exist, and that in universal nature her- 
self is the basis of international unity, 
universal brotherhood, find lasting 
peace. The trend of so-called civiliza- 
tion has been too much in a direction 
opposite to nature, it has tended to sop- 
arateness, division of interests and 
strife. Hence the past is strewn with 
the wrecks of these false civilizations. 
It is held that we are now reaching a 
turning point in the history of the race, 
aild that efforts towards the bringing 
about of harmony, unity, and peace will 
now be more successful than in the 
past. The Lotus Circle is a part of 
this great movement and seeks to train 
the young to become the foundation of a 
better society— of a "new age." 

The children of the New Y'ork "Lotus 
Croup" recently presented the "Bain- 
bow Play" to an interested audience of 
grown folk. A rainbow appeared over 
a forest scene, and a little boy came 
forward and recited some verses about 
n pot of gold being at the end of the 
rainbow, pud ran off expressing his in- 
tention of finding it, but reappeared al- 
most immediately as a Lotus blossom. 
The other little "Lotus blossoms" came 
forward and explained to the boy that it 
was his desire to find the secret of the 
rainbow that bad made him a Lotus 
blossom, and that if he watched the 
colors he would understand their mean- 
ing, whereupon seven fairies, each dress- 
,ed to represent one of the colors of the 
rainbow, came forward and sang a verse 
explaining the moaning of the color she 
represented. While the music played 
softly, a tiny fairy, in pure white, wear- 
ing a white star, and bearing u wand, 
appeared, to represent a beam of white 
light, and. touching each of the color- 
ed fairies with her wand, they grouped 
into a triangle and a square, with the 
Lotus Blossoms anil the White Kay as 
a connecting link between them. Then 
all sang about the blending of the col- 
ors in the pure while light. The music 
changed, and a number of sunbeams 
burst forth, "Darting Through the 
Blue," singing that "Even little Sun- 
beams had a Work to do." This is 
only one specimen of the "Xatur teach- 
ing" which ■ was given, and the play 
would have to be seen many times be- 
fore all its deeper meaning, its revelation 
of the secrets of nature could be fully 
understood. If children can be helped 
to grow up feeling that they arc. part 
of universal nature that Cod is within 
them, and that progress and peace can 
only come from living in harmony with 
universal law, a great step upward will 
be made.

"THE MAKING OP THE CANA- 
DIAN WEST." 

"The Selkirk Settlers in Beal Life," 
published last year, brought the author 
— Rev. It. G. MacBeth, of Winnipeg— 
many requests to follow this up with a 
work describing the changed conditions 
which succeeded the breaking in upon 
the remote and secluded Selkirk Settle- 
ment, with its unique and interesting 
life, of the tide of immigration from 
Eastern Canada. We are pleased to 
learn that Mr. MacBeth, yielding to the 
demand, lias written a work which he 
entitles "The Making of the Canadian 
W r est." In this he describes the change 
J'roin the old order to the new, with its 
resultant difficulties, culminating in the 
risings of lS(J!)-7(> and of 1S85, rapidly 
sketches the formative influences at 
work, and relates the progress toward 
the present prosperous condition of the 
Northwest. 

It is a hook of reminiscences, rather 
than a formal history. Mr. MacBeth, 
as a native of the old Selkirk Settlement, 
and us a successively student, lawyer, 
soldier, and minister of the Gospel, has 
hail unsurpassed opportunities of wit- 
nessing the development of our great 
Western heritage, and has had his own 
share in the stirring events of the forma- 
tive period. Of groanst interest to the 
reader and value to the future bistoiian 
are the author's own recollections, par- 
ticularly in connection with the tvvc Keil 
rebellions, in the latter which be sened 
with General Strange's column in pur- 
suit of Big Bear, being second lieutenant 
in the Kildonan company of the 02nd 
Battalion (Winnipeg Light Infantry). 
The graphic recital of his experiences 
of "campaigning on the prairies" illus- 
trates well the line quality of the Cana- 
dian as a soldier, and will be much en- 
joyed by those who shared the privations 
and perils of the campaign, ami all who 
take an interest in our country's history. 

Mr. MacBeth has sought to present 
glimpses of the moving actors in The hu- 
man drama, as an aid to the understand- 
ing of the events which make up the Ids- 
story of the country. 1 1 is poo sketches 
of the men whose names lire wrir large 
in the annals of the W-jst ara drawn 
with much skill, and make good reading. 
The volume will be published by William 
Briggs in April. It will be worth get- 
ting. 

Privy Councilor Slaby, of Charlotten- 
burg, Germany, contributes to the April 
Century an article on "The New Tele- 
graphy," describing recent experiments 
in telegraphy sparks. Dr. Slaby, after 
referring to the important investigation 
of Hertz and Tesla in this field, describes 
his own experiments and those of Mar- 
coni, in the line of telegraphing between 
two places without the use of connecting 
wires. At the request of the Cermaa 
Emperor, Dr. Slaby recently conducted .1 
series of experiments in spark telegraphy 
between a church at Potsdam nnd a war 
balloon, placed at his disposal by the 
Emperor. Among the illustrations is a 
facsimile of the first message sent be- 
tween these two stations,
